The annual allowance, based on 21 
years of government service, is in 
addition to the presidential pension 
of SI4.T.K00 and Bush's own 
personal, income from a blind inisl 
valued at .S 1.3 million. 

As he pens his memoirs in Texas. 
Bush wiir enjoy the monetary 
bcnetlis of four years in llie House of 
Representatives, two years as U.N. 
ambassador, more than a year as 
envoy to China, two years as CIA 
director and eight years as vice 
president. 

Separately, four years in the House 
would not entitle Busli to a 
congressional pension, according to 
the National Taxpayers' Union, 
which says a minimum of live years 
is reijuired. 

But the pension is calculated on 
"all government service." including 
Bush's eight years jis vice president, 
when he also was the pr^ideni of 
the Senate, said Mary AniijMaloney.

The reburial led archeologist 
Clement Meighan to comment 
(rightly) that. "Idaho really blew it." 
State law. lie said, ■'puls Idaho in the 
front ranks of anti-intclleeiual 
politicians who can’t tell the 
difference between relatives and 
paleontological bones." 

The law’s goals are both obvious 
and proper, for a century or more. 
Native Americans have watched in 
horror as tiieir ance.stors’ graves have 
been unearthed for scientific study - 
or worse, pilfered for profit. 

Hut even a legitimate goal, such as 
protecting sacred ancestral re'mains. 
can lead to ft)olisliness if carried to 


extremes. Was Buhia ’’the remains of 
an Imiian" in any meaningful sense?. 

Think of the time invotved: 10,000, 
years, maybe 16,000. Buhia was 
roughly contemporaneous with tlie 
first Cro-Magnon skeleton discovered 
in s*ouiliern Frtince in the 19th 
century. 

Linking her to mudern Indians is 
aboiii as plausihlc as inducting 
Monsieur Cro-Magnon poslhumou.sly 
into the I'oreign Legion. 

"It's a spiritual fiction to believe 
anyone is related to a skeleton that 
old," said Meighan, wlio is ehairmtin 
of titc American Committee for the 
Preservation of Archeological 
Coileciion.s, 

i’rcliistoric peoples migrated. 
Groups died out. to he replttced by 
others. Buhia may be related to some 
Indian tribe - but which? 

Genetic testing of tiie ancient hones 
might give an tinswer - and in so 
doing yield important clues about 
liow prehistoric. humans settled North . 
America. But the Sho-Baiis look 
possession of the bones before such 
tests could be conducted. 

We. don't menu to belittle the 
spiritual beliefs of American Indians. 
But shouldn’t the law strike a balance 
between the Indians’ legitimate 
interest in ancestral bones and 
humankind’s equally legitimate 
interest in scientific research? 

Idaho’s law appears to lean loo far 
in the direction of religious 
sensitivity, to the needless detriment 
of science. It needs adjusting.

ODDM is the system by which the district 
can hccome focused on well-defined siiidetit 
objective;;. While laboring under a thinly 
.stretched budget (the district ranks I07lh out 
of 1 1 3 districts in the state in spending per' 
student, and Idaho r.inks 47th out of 50 
stales). Twin I’alls students mid faculty have 
distinguished themselves with outstanding 
-records of academic achievement. The 
intention of all those participating in the 
ODDM procc.ss is to become even better at 
what wc arc doing.

With a mixture of mor.il preening 
and ellx)w throwing. Democrats 
cliampioned'gmup entitlements in 
many places, from the dclegauons to 
their conventions, to hiring policies in 
the puhlic'tmd private sectors. Bui now 
Clinion is no longer enjoying the 
"polilics of identity" :is pnicliced by 
grievance groups exercising what 
Shelby Steele calls "the new 
sovereignty." 

Sovereignty, says Steele, is 
increasingly lx;slowcd by government 
on other instiliiliuns. on little rialioiis 
within. the n:iiioti - on groups 
orgtini/ed around unassmigalile 
grievances. On campuses, for example, 
such groups (blacks, women, 
i'lispanics. Native Americans. Asians, 
gays, lesbians) often assert sovereignly 
through physiAl separateness in their 
own "studies" deparimeiiis. ethnic 
domiK and louii^'s and campus 
centers, preferential admission ami 
fisvtil aid policies and faculty hiring 
quotas. ’ 11)0 utterly prediciahlc result is 
an increase of meial. ethnic and sexual 
divisivcncss. 

Sovereign fiefdoms. says Steele, 
have twcume "ends in themselves," 
providing careers lor a "grievaiiee- 
group cxeciilivc class." Hut such . 
careers, .on campuses and in 
orgiirii/^itions jostling rorgovcnimenl 
prefunncnl, can only provide careers if 
the grievances arc pemianeni, ’Hiere 
are, Steele notes, three kcy.s to 


I>ennanency. 

First, grievances- must tx: inherent in 
memlx:rship in the group. It must lx: 
poslulaled that to lx: black, female. 

I lispanic. g;iy. lesbian, etc. is 
necessarily lo lx* ilireaicncd. viciimi/cd 
and separated from the rest of 
Amcric:i. Second, the group must 
make the absence of sovereignly'-^un 
insufficiency of exlra-constiuiiional 
group rights — itself a grievance. • 

lliird, the group must :irnmge its 
priorities to maximi/c what Steele calls 
its "grievance profile." For example, 
the NAACP makes the divisive issue 
of aftlnikuivc action a high priority, 
although that policy has lillle to do 
with the advancement of blacks and 
next 1(1 nothing to do combating 
the problems that most threaten blacks 
- crime, teen-age pregnancy, family 
. disintegration. Similarly, working- 
class women do not write NOW’s 
agenda. 

I’olitieians are comfortable dealing 
with what Steele calls "a legalistic 
grievance industry" Ix-caiisc that 
industry speaks the language of |X>wer 
and of middle class agendas, It is. s;iys 
Steele. e:isier to en:ict entitlements for. 
s:iy, Hispanic college stiidenis. than it 
is to improve kinderg:idens in Ejisi Uis 
Angeles. 

Funhennore. [xiwer negotiations can 
lx: scmi-sccrel. Quotas, sel-asidcs and 
other as|X'cts of the r.icial-sexual- 
elhniC'spoils system are rarely debated 
in Congress or campaigns. Ralher. they 
emerge from executive orders and 
agency regulations witlimii niiu.‘h 
public scrutiny, 

But as Clinion cobbles together his 
adminisir.ili(ut. the spotlight lias 
illuminated itie women's hRineli ofllie 
grievanec industry playing "llie quota 
games aiul math games" ih:U ihe 
DemocRUie inielligetiisia enjoys and

Those budget requests have been 
forwarded to Gov. Cecil Andrus, who will 
decide iu)w imicl) to actually ask the 
Legislature for.

Grandmother at 32 blames welfare office

TWIN FALLS — A woman says she wouldn’t be a 
32-ycar-oId grandmother if the Idaho Department of 
Health and Welfare hadn’t allowed her husband lo mpe 
their daughter.' 

The depurtm'ent, which had custody of the girl in 
foster rare in June 1991. allowed the career-criminal 
father to meet his estranged daughter alone at hi.s trailer, 
despite the mother’s persistent warnings about him. slic 
said. 

When the agency allowed the father to see hi.s 
daughter alone in a series of visits, he molested and 
'raped the girl several times, a police repon says. 

The girl’s mother said (he episode shows how callous 
Health and Welfare officials can be when serious 
concerns are brought to their attention. It’s a cu.se. she 
.said, in which sexual abuse could have been prevented. . 

Twin Falls attorney Bart Browning has filed a civil 
lawsuit in 5th District Court against the department on 
behalf of the woman and her daughter. The Times-Neiv.s 
is withholding their nttmes to protect the girl 's identity.

Justice in child abuse cases: What went wrong?

James Ross, 61, a rural Twin Falls 
County resident, was charged in March 
with two counts of lewd and lascivious 
conduct.

1 spoke with Clinton Monday night. It 
was quite easy.

Wc 
talked about the 43' million Americans 
with disalylilies. ‘They represent a tnic 
economic t^c," he said, adding that he 
wanted to introduce me at the next day’s 
session. • 

I told him I would be ready.

BALTIMORE. (AP) - For jockey 
Ed Benham. retirement wasn't a 
drop off the precipice. 7'he changes 
. \vvrc more subtle. 

He still competes in races, though 
he no longer measures distance in 
furlongs. And while horse sluws are 
no longer important to him. Benhiim 
is very picky about his racing shoes. 

When he retired after a 54-year 
career in hnrseracing, Benham 
Iwught a liou.se in Ocean City.

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How people react to parenthood can create marital anxiety

Couples say they know it’ll be 
hard to adjust to a baby. But they 
don't know how hard. And they 
usually don't know why it's so hard. 

There are indeed the trials of 
cxhnusiton, loss of freedom, feelinys 
of incompetence. 

But the real killer is the marital 
warfare that often comes along with 
parenthood. 

Feedings, sleep schedules and the 
like arc troublesome, "but what 
causes the marital distress is not 
those problems, but how people 
react to the problems," says clinical 
psychologist Brad E. Sachs. "And 
what couples find is that they wind 
up really polarized %«^itliin the 
marriage, because they're 
responding to these problems in 
ways that create less, rather than 
more, resolution." 

People expect that parenthood will 
‘ make them more mature, says Sachs, 
who practices in Columbia, Md. But 
becoming a parettf "/ttake.s us more 
childlike. Thai's ultimately a 
tremendous opportunity for people' 
and for a marriage, but ul first it's 
very, very disorienting and very 
unsettling." says Saciis, author of 
"Things Just Haven't Been the 
Same" (Morrow, $20). 


Couplcsl 'connicls usually focus 
on problems ofi sexuality, 
grandparenis. division of labor, 
communication or child>rearing. 
Sachs says. Couples often have the 
idea that a child's birth should usher 
in a period of bliss. When new 
parents turn up at his office, they 
feel there's something wrong with 
them, "that they're not responding 
with a completely pure sense of love 
and tolerance to their partner and 
child." Sachs says. 

But having a child elicits a lot of 
negative emotions, which we often 
arc uncomfonable acknowledging. 

Parenthood inevitably brings 
anxiety, and anxiety. underscores 
weaknesses in a marriage. Tlie way 
people respond lo anxiety is what is 
so ruinous. .Sachs says.

Typically, we try lo fight off 
anxiety by focusing on what other 
people arc doing. Sadis says. When 
couples are upended by emotions, 
one person will try to force the 
spouse lo change. The destructive 
"I’m right, you're wrong" mindset 
fakes over. ' 

A more helpful approach is lo try 
to figure out what it is that's causing 
the anxiety, and how it relates to 
past experiences. Sachs says. 

For example, one of Sachs' 
patients found it impossible to 
tolerate his 3-year-old's temper 


much more likely than just focusing 
onJiis iK'havior.” 

• Resolve conflicts with relatives. 
"I think that whether grandparents 
are alive or dead, or geographically 
close or distant, the family as a 
whole has to lx: in tiptop .shape" for 
a couple fo rnake a good fran.s'ifiori to 
parenthood. "So it means dealing 
with parents and siblings as honestly 
as possible and finishing up old 
business." This is essential, he says 
— "as lung as the issues aren't dealt 
with, it's just passed down from 
generation to generation."

Bay Area group organizes against Giants’ deal 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 
citizens’ group began a petition 
drive Saturday aimed at reversing 
$15 million in stadium lease 
concessions for the new owners of 
the San Francisco Giants, whose bid 
.saved the team for the city. 

About 40 people turned out for the 
kickoff of a monthlong .signature 
gathering drive organize'd by ihe^ 
Committee to Stop the Givcoway. 

Orgonizer David Spero said the 
■ group needed about 19,500 valid 
signatures to qualify a referendum 
for the November ballot and hoped 
to collect about 27,000. 

The group was formed in response 
to the 5-year Candlcstick'Park IcasB; 
pacfknge cutting the Giants’ annual 
rent to $l from $750,000 and turns 
over to the new team owners 
revenues from parking and 
scoreboard advertising. 

■The concessions are worth S3 
million' a ■year. In addition, the city 
will conlirtuc to pay for all utilities 
and stadium upkeep. 

A higher rent would have to be 


paid if the Giants draw more than 
2.5 million pcoplc’in'a season, 
something the team has never done. 

Spero called the concessions a 
"stickup” of San Francisco 
taxpayers. With the city facing a 
potential $200 million deficit; the 
city needs every revenue source i{ 
can get. 

"People arc outraged." Spero said. 
"Essential city services are going 
down hill. We’re having to layoff 
people. We’re having to cut back 
services to our senior (lilizcns and 
"our kids, so why should wc be doing 
thi.s lease giveaway?" 

Mayor Frank Jordan backed the 
1 lease package as part of ihc effort to 
'^’keep the Giants from moving and 
Ihc Board of Supervisors gave final 
approval on Dec. 21 . contending that 
if the Giants had left town, there 
would have been no Ginnls-rclalcd 
stadium revenue to argue over. 

Supervisor Terence HnIHnan, who 
cast the lone disscnliiig vote against 
the lease deal, showed up at the 
petition drive kickoff aiid gave the 


circulators a pep talk. 

■ “My feeling is if wc can get out 
there, people arc anxious to sign this 
petition. People don’t think this is 
right." Hallinan said, 

A spokesman for Jordan did not 
immediately return u phone call 
from The Associated Prc.ss seeking 
comment. 

It appeared the Giants were 
headed to St. Petersburg. Flu,, after 
Bob Lurie agreed in Augu.st to sell 
the team to a Florida investment 
group forSI 15 million. 

That proposal was rejected by 
baseball owners on Nov. 1 I, and 


Lurie Irfis since agreed to sell the , 
team for SlOO million to a group 
headed by Safeway chairman Peter 
Magowan. 

Tlie sale to the Mugow.an group is 
expected to be approved by baseball 
owners next month. 

Magowan has said the stadium 
lease concessions were a critical pan 
bf the local bid and that the offer 
may never have even come together 
without the show of support from 
the city.

His keyboard ended up on his lap 
more and more and he started thinking 
of ways to keep his mouse pud close.

The Mouse Lounge is a pla.stic gizmo 
that attaches, to a computer keyboard 
and holds mouse puds or joysticks right 
next to the keyboard as it makes its way 
to computer users' laps.

NEWPORT NEWS. Va. — Remember 
the recession? The one that ended nearly two 
years ago? 

The verb tense, of course, sounds wrong 
— at least here on Main IStrcct. if not on 
Wall Street. 

Though the National Bureau of Economic 
Re.scarch declared last week that the 
recession ended — in March 1991 no less — 
it doesn't fed that way when you .sit ju.st up 
' the road from Ute country's biggest .shipyard, 
here in Newport News. 

And it probably doesn't feel that way in 
the seven cities where GM i.s closing plants, 
or the old New England mill towns where 
computer makers are cutting sitifF, or the 
aerospace industry cities of Southern 
Cutifomia. It hasn't felt like the recf^sibas of 
the ‘70s ever ended in the steel towns of 
Pennsylvania or the textile towns of 
souihsidc Virginia. 

One problem is language. ,■ 

When Americans say they’re worried 
about recession •— when they, 'for in.siunce, 
voted George Bush out of olllcu l>eeau.se of 
the recession — they don't mean quite the 
same thing that the high-po\vuretl 
economists at the National Biireiiu of 
Ecunomic Research do. I 

Ordinary folks arc 'talking about 
something much more serious. 

They’re talking about paychecks that have 
consistently tagged the niie of infiaiion for 
the ptLsi two decadcsi Even when, savings, 
investment income and transfer payments . 
such us pensions and welfare aro-faclored in. .. 
American’s personal income is up less tiuit 3 
percent from 1988 IcveLs, occordin^o - 
figures from the Federal Reserve Bank orSt. 
Louis.

They're also talking about sluggish growth 
in tlie business of American i'actaries. St. 
Louis Fed figures show industrial production 
grew by less ih:in l.‘> percent over the past 
five years. Despite two years of recovery 
from recession, it is barely above 1989 
levels. 

Ordinary folks, wlien they talk about the 
eeonomy. .say ihure’s sometliing wrong when 
factories in Japan or Korea have more 
, modern etjuipment than do competitors in 
America, where fixed investment is up just 
0,2 percent oyer the past five years, Many 
say there's something not right when 
investment in plants and equipment is 
moribund, at the same time that the money 
available for investment is up. Gross private 
savings rose 6.7 percent over the past five 
years, tiikr adjusting for inflation, while 
corporate profits arc. up 3.1 percent 
uecording to St. Louis Fed figures. Ordinary 
folks say there's something wrong when 
skilled shipyard workers now havp-to sell 
clothes for a living, and when steelworkers 
flip lumiburgers. 

. According to the St. Louis Fed, the 
number of people making goods is down 2.4 
percent from the depths of the recession in 
December 1990. The number, of people . 
providing services — wiiether lawyers or 
sales clerks or waiters — is up, though only 
by 0.3 percent. 

This^isn'i worrying about recession. Tliis 
js wonying about what happens to a country 
when businesses don't produce goods, when 
investments in faciories and equipment don't 
gel made, when ordinary people's piiychecks 
never quite eaich up with their bills.

Communications Corp. and American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. eventually 
joined in and expanded the service and 
customer base, making personal 800 lines 
one of the fastest-growing niches in the 
telecommunications industry today. 

From virtually none in 1989,; there now 
are 1 .5 million households with personal 800 :

Economy was irnproving before election 


WASHINGTON (AP) — livery 
day since the elceiion. the headhites 
have east a bright retleeiion upon the 
U.S, economy: Consumer 

confidence is surging, 
unomployinenl is dropping aiul 
factory output has been on the 
upswing. 

The gooil news, developing so 
abruptly after iileclion Day. has 
raised some eyebrows and some 
suspicions. 

Was there a tendency among 
econonii.sts, and in the press, in the 
days before the Nov. 3 election, to 
suppress news of an economic 
recovery that could have improved 
President Bush’s chances of winning 
■leetion’.’ 

One could he forgiven for 
thinking eonspinicy. But there’s no 
evidence of it; even Bush’s die-hard 
supporters don’t claim lliat ait eyil 
coalition of liberal economists and 
jmimalisis sabotaged their man. 

Instead, they say. the sudden 
turnaround was an accident of 
timing: the economic news was 
turning favorable, hut loo late to 
help the presideiu. . 

Labor Secretary Lynn Marlin, 
who iniveled the eininiry during the 
eampiiign defending Bush’s 
economic record, said site doesn't 
believe that a good news eover-iip 
existed. "It wasn’t the big bad 
press." Martin said. "A lot of people 
looked around and the (improving 
statistics) didn't inalcii what their 
-siomaehs were telling them.” 

Marlin said tlieadminisimiion was 
itself to blame. It created :i 
credibility problem by twice 
prematurely declaring (hat recovery 
was at hand — in l‘J‘Jl tind again in 
l‘J92 — only to see (he rebound 
slalL "Many Americans weren't 
ready to believe tilings were getting • 
bettor,” she said.

.was ju.si election rhetoric."

During the fall campaign. Bush 
complained that news organizations 
consistently overplayed btid 
economic news.

I’rivale ecimoniisls say • the 
negalivc drumbeat rcticels that tbC 
news was bad for a prolonged 
period. While lechnic.nlly the 
economy has been growing since the 
spring of I9‘JI — a trend oBlcially 
eonllrmed last week — that growth 
was ilic woakvsi on record coming 
out of a dovvMiurn.

Ironically, when tiio GDI’ figure 
was revised after the election it 
turned out that (lie economy’s 
performance was even better than 
the initial figures. In ii.s final ruvisioii 
on Tuesday, the government pul

■file flint of belter days to come 
seemed to lilt Biisii's .sianding with 
voters — his deficit in the polls 
diminished sharply — but it was not 
enougli to boost him past Clinton;

Police said they believed the 
thieves were about to.sell some of 
the paintings to foreign collectors 
vacationing in the Alps, and use 
others as barter in international 
drug trafficking. 

A few paintings were damaged 
when ripped out of their frames to 
make it easier to. transport them. . 
but they can be' repaired, the 
television report .said.

Magaloff, world-known pianist, dead at 80 


VEVEY. Switzerland (AP) — Nikita Magaloff. 
a Kussiaii'born pitinist who played with 
orchestras throughout the world during a long 
career, died Siilurday.

Voter turnout in the predominantly 
Muslim West African cotmiry was 
low, Many people had to travel great 
distances to cast their ballots.

Dependable food, supply lines set 

But big uncertainties still hang in Somalia’s sultry air 


HAIDOA, Soiiiiilia (AP) — 

Michael O'Reilly duesn'l miss his 
old "50-cal" yei. Biif lliis genfle 
Irisluiilm says he may start pining 
for the trusty heavy machine gun 
Ircfofc long. 

More thtin two weeks after the 
U.S. Marines rolled ashore in 
Soinali:i. Operation Restore Hope 
has restored some dependable food 
•supply lines into the homeland of 
famine. But for aiil workers like 
O'Reilly. . ami for milliotis of 
Somalis, unccrltiiiuies still gnaw 
away at hope, like locusts on a 
spring harvest. 

Take O'Reilly's gun. In pre- 
“Nlarihe'daysrihc nicnnured by'lii-s' 
relief organization. Concern, 
mounted the ..'iO-calilwr (in a vehicle 
iJtey used to escort emergency food 
deliveries to the starving in outlying 
villages. 

Concern crews surrendered the 
big gun to the Marines after 
American and French troops arrived 
in this inland crossroads town Dec. 
15. 

But lltc gunmen have simply 
faded into, the bush, and the Marines 
are not guarding mobile medical 
teams or other small sorties of the 
half-dozen aid groups in Baidua. 

"Not having the gun could be a 
problem if the troops don't continue 
the operation and disarm 
everybody."' said O'Reilly, 
Q)ticem's local director. 

The dilemma is crystallized in the 
two-sided (luestioii heard 
everywhere around Bardoa; Grime- 
caked Marines asking each other 
lunv soon they can get out. aid 
workers and' Somalis asking how 
long they ctin slay.
